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Abundance in the Great North

Pasture - Hay - Water - Shelter 


At BERTA is a big province, and as good as it is big. 


The conditions prevailing within its wide limits are necessarily varied, extending as 


it does through ten degrees of latitude, from the 49th to the 6oth parallel, 700 miles, and from the 4th meridian to the summit of the 


Rockies, a distance varying from 250 to 400 miles. 


to the Gulf of Mexico. 


The southern portion of the province is a part of the Great Plains which extend unbroken 
The central portion forms part of what in the earlier days was known as the Fertile Belt of the Canadian West—that 


is, a park country, in which plains and woods alternate, while in the extreme northern portion wooded country largely predominates. 


An Off Year in the South 


This in an off year on the southern prairies of Western Canada 
and Montana. The promise of spring has not been fulfilled. Pasture 
and hay are searce, and getting scarcer from week to week; while the 
crop promise is not such as to indicate a sufficient winter supply of 
feod for livestotk. This condition has come to pass after a succession 
of several prosperous years. There is a great deal more livestock to 
be taken care of in Southern Alberta this year than ever before. The 
great redeeming feature of the situation is that while hay and pastur- 
age are short in the south, they are abundant in the north, and with 
modern means of communication it is possible to adjust the balance, 
partly by cutting a supply of hay in the north and transporting it 
south, and partly by transporting the cattle of the south to localities 
in the north where hay and pasturagé can be secured. 

Adjusting the Balance 

There 1s no sharply dividing line between the prairie and the 
park country, nor is there any such line between the regions of sear- 
city and of abundance of hay and pasture. In that part of the prov- 
inee where one condition merges into the other, no serious read just- 
ment need be made, but where there are conditions of extreme scar- 
elty—as in some parts—with conditions of extreme abundance in 
others, every interest requires that there should be prompt action to 
wards utilizing the abundance of the one part to meet the scarcity of 
the other. Speaking in general terms, there has been an abundant 
rainfall, and there is a luxuriance of both hay and pasturage in all 
parts of the province norti: of the Saskatchewan river. This condition 
prevails for varying distances south of the river; but, again speaking 
generally, the country south of the river, being more fully oceupied 
than that to the north, has not as large a surplus of hay or pasturage 
as would unaided meet the needs of the ranchers of the south. It is 
possible for considerable numbers of cattle to be provided for in the 
westerly part of the country lying between the latitude of Lacombe 
and the Saskatchewan by making arrangements between settlers in 
occupation and owners of cattle in the south. These arrangements 
will have to be arrived at individually, as the land south of the river 
is practically all under private ownership. There is abundance of pas- 
tnrage everywhere, and although there is not any great super-abun- 
dance of hay for ordinary requirements, there will be an immense 
tonnage of straw after threshing, which can be acquired on reasonable 
terms if arrangements are made in time by which cattle ean be win- 
tered successfully, The tendency in this country is to cut grain some- 
what green, and consequently the straw has better feed value than in 
most other countries. 

Along the Saskatchewan River 

While the short crop area bites into the southeastern section of 
Alberta north of township 37, there is a breadth of luxuriant grass 
country south of the North Saskatchewan river approximately 200 
miles in length from the Saskatchewan boundary to the heavily wood- 
ed country west of the fifth meridian, in which summer pasturage and 
straw for winter feeding can be secured. North of the Saskatchewan 
river there is a strip of territory extending along the river averaging 
possibly fifty miles in width, where conditions are much the same as 
those south of the river. The country is generally oceupied, and the 
hay produced is required by the settlers; but there is also abundant 
pasturage, subject, of course, to private arrangement; and also abun- 
dance of straw to be purchased for winter feed. Beyond this fifty- 
mile strip north of the Saskatchewan the land, exeept in certain dis 
tricts, is almost entirely in the hands of the Dominion government. 
The hay or pasturage belongs to whoever gets there first, subject, of 
course, to the sanction of the authorities. 

Plenty for All and to Spare 

While a great deal of the country north is wooded, there is in 
the aggregate a vast amount of land sufficiently open to furnish am 
ple summer grazing for tens of thousands of cattle. The only prob- 
lem is that of hay for winter feed. Just how much hay ean be eut in 
the north country no man ean tell. No doubt to the man who is used 
to the smooth hay meadgws or uplands of the south, much of it will 
be found under somewhat discouraging conditions; but the pastur- 
age is good enough, and abundant enough, to put all cattle inté first- 
elass beef condition before fall, so that any that cannot be wintered 
ean at loast be slaughtered at a profit. Under such conditions there is 
no doubt that if prompt action is taken sufficient hay can be seenr- 
ed to successfully winter all breeding stock, and possibly all the stock 
that it is desired to winter over. 

Hay for Shipment 

Of course the thought that strikes a man who has a bunch of 
eattle in the south is that he would like to secure hay in the north, 
either by cutting or by purchase, that he could ship south, so that he 
would not disarrange his home establishment, as he must if he moves 
his cattle north. Speaking of the vacant or partly vacant 
country north of the Saskatchewan, it is only possible to ship ‘hay 
south when it can be cut within easy haul of a railroad, There may 
be thousands of tons of hay to be cut at a distance of twenty miles or 
more from the railroad, but if that hay is to be used, it must be used 
by the cattle being brought to it, for the cost of hauling to the rail- 
road would be too great. Speaking first of the possibility of getting 
hay on government land, within reach of railroad shipment: On the 
Waterways Railway, northeast from Edmonton, the road passes 
through the swampy country which forms the source of the Beaver, 
which afterwards becomes the Churchill river, There is an immense 
area of this marshy country surfounded on all sides by settlement, 
and the railway crosses it for a distance of about twenty miles, While 
the greater part of this area is muskeg, and thereYore does not pro- 
duce hay suitable for cutting, there are in it large hay swamps which 
in this year—which is not overly wet—ean be eut to good adv antage. 
This is an area which it will pay those who are looking for hay to 
examine carefully, both in the vicinity of the railroad and for a long 
distance, as far as Whitefish lake, nearly fifty miles east of the rail- 
road, There is also hay around Egg lake, near the Venice settlement 
and also in the neighborhood of Lac la Biche, and the nest of lakes 
which lie to the southeast of Lae la Biche. It is probable, however 
that the hay in the immediate vicinity of Lae la Biehe and Egg lake 
is all required by the settlers themselves. 


The Beaver River 


The country lying along the Beaver river from Whitefish lake 
and Lac la Biche eastward to the provincial boundary at Cold lake 
contains large quantities of hay and pasturage, but is, of course, too 
fer removed from the railroads to permit of hauling hay. . The Beay- 
of river is reached from points on the C. N, R. as follows: By way of 
St. Paul de Metis, from Vegreville; by way of Elk Point from Ver- 
milion and at Cold lake from Kitseoty. Distance from railway 75 
to 100 miles. This country should be examined by men who have 
bunches of stoek they desire to pasture and winter in the north. 


Possibilities in the Far North 

Along the Waterways Railway, north of Lac la Biche, there is very 
little information available as to the possibilities of hay. It is, how 
ever, understood that in the neighborhood of Gregoire lake, some 
Whai over 100 miles north of Lac la Biche. there is considerable hay 


marsh; but there is no definite information in regard to it. It seems 
almost impossible, however, that in a stretch of over 100 miles through 
unoccupied country, and following at some distance the course of the 
Christina river, there should not be considerable quantities of hay, al- 
though it may not be visible from the railroad track. Unfortunately 
traffic has not yet been opened on the Waterways Railway to Gregoire 
Lake and MeMurray, but it is open to the gravel pit some seventy-five 
miles north of Lac la Biche, and it might be well worth while for a re- 
liable delegate, representing a group of stock men, to make an inves- 
tigation about the possibilities of that part of the line. 


North and West of Edmonton 


In the settlement around Athabasca there are similar opportunt- 
ties for summer pasturage and arrangements for hay cutting, as well 
as the purchase of straw for winter feed, to those prevailing in the 
rest of the newly settled territory along the north side of the Saskat- 
chewan. The same is to be said of the country lying north, northwest 
and west of Edmonton, within reach of the Dunvegan Railway, the 
Sangudo branch of the ©. N. R. and the main line of the C. N. R, and 
G.T. P. There is abundant pasturage in all that country. Although 
chiefly under private ownership the country is not thickly settled 
owing to the number of homesteaders who have gone to the war, and 
hay procured in that territory that could be spared could be hauled 
to the railroad for delivery in the south country. ‘ 

Hay for Shipment at Lesser Slave Lake 

The great chance of getting hay for shipment south exists at 
points along the south shore of Lesser Slave Lake, on the Dunvegan 
Railway line. 

Beginning at Sawridge, at the eastern end and outlet of the lake, 
there are considerable hay marshes, and owing to the water not be- 
ing as high this year as it frequently is, all the hay there is can be cut. 
it is within easy haul of the railroad and therefore of shipment. It 
is believed that there is still a considerable amount of hay marsh in 
that locality in government hands. 

Further west, at the point of the south shore at which Swan river 
empties into the lake, there is a large area of hay marsh, partly in- 
cluded in the Indian reserve. It is estimated that there is a possible 
cutting of 4,000 tons. This point is at the narrows of the lake, and 
there is stated to be a considerable area of hay on the north shore, 
opposite. 

Farther west, at the foot of Giroux bay, where Strawberry creek 
enters the lake at Faust Station, on the Dunvegan Railway, there are 
large meadows where several thousand tons can be cut. ‘his is al- 
most entirely under government control. 

A little farther west is a large Indian reserve at the mouth of the 
Driftpile river, and on this reserve also there is a large area of hay. 

Again, at the extreme west end of the lake, opposite Grouard 
town, is a large area of hay marsh, but this has been largely acquired 
by settlers, and therefore arrangements would have to be made with 
the settlers to cuf hay. It is possible, however, that there still re- 
mains a considerable area not in private hands. Many hundreds of 
tons were shipped from this marsh last year by railroad to the 
south, 

The High Prairie country is well supplied with luxuriant pastur- 
age and hay for local use, and no doubt will have straw to dispose of, 
but the area of the settlement is not large. 

Farther west, near McLennan, is Lake Winagami. There are 
said to be large marshes around this lake, and as it is close to the rail- 
road there would be no difficulty in shipping from it. It is estimated 
that at these several points along Lesser Slave Lake and at Lake 
Winagami, there is a possible cutting of between fifteen and twenty 
thousand tons of hay, which is favorably situated for railroad ship- 
ment. The foregoing practically exhausts the possibilities of wild 
hay in large quantities available for railway shipment in the north 
country, : 

Hay at More Distant Points 

Other hay possibilities can only be taken advantage of by shipping 
the cattle to the hay. In this class is Whitefish lake, some fifty miles 
northeast of Grouard by wagon road. This is almost entirely under 
government control, as there is very little settlement on the lake. 
There is also another lake with hay marshes in the vicinity, called 
Prairie lake, where abundant hay can be cut and where there is lux- 
uriant summer pasturage in the neighborhood. Sturgeon lake, sev- 
enty-five miles southwest from High Prairie, is situated in a locality 
of abundant summer pasturage. There are several ranches in the 
neighborhood now, and it is believed that a very considerable amount 

of hay can be cut for winter use. 
Peace River Prairies ie % 

In the Peace River country there is abundance of summer pas- 
turage. There will be a vast amount*of straw available for winter 
feed, but it is generally understood that the supply of wild hay in 
the vicinity of settlement is not greater than is required by the set- 
tlers on the ground, While there is, therefore, only a limited prob- 
ability of hay for shipment, there is a vast possibility of successful 
pasturage and winter feeding of cattle if arrangemeuts are made 


in time. 
Grande Prairie 

There is a large area of partially wooded country lying west 
of Grande Prairie settlement, and extended into British Columbia, 
which is entirely unoccupied and very little known. In that area 
there is abundance of summer pasture and a possibility of a partial, 
if not a complete, supply of necessary hay for winter, In any case, 
cattle could be taken by rail to Grande Prairie, driven 40 or 50 miles 
to the vacant land on both sides of the Alberta boundary, pastured 
there during the summer, and wintered on straw produced on the 
farms of the Grande Prairie settlement, which in former years, as 
elsewhere throughout the prairie country, has generally been burned. 
There is an absolute certainty that this year, throughout the whole 
of the Peace River country, there will be an abundant tonnage of 
straw as well as a profitable and satisfactory crop of grain. 


Spirit River 
Conditions surrounding the Spirit River settlement are much the 
same as those of Grande Prairie, except that the settlement is of 
smaller area, It is on the railway; the crops are excellent; there is 
abundant pasturage in the surrounding country; the possibility of 
hay, and a certainty of winter straw, 


Pouce Coupee 

The Pouce Coupee settlement, which lies 60 miles west of Spirit 
River, isewithin the Province of British Columbia. Conditions three 
are practically identical with those at Spirit River, except in its 
distance from railway. an) 

Peace River Settlement 

North of the Peace, with railroad connection at Peace River 
town, there is an agricultural settlement 60 miles in length.. The 
country is well developed, with abundant crops of grain, magnificent 
pasturage, and with native hay, probably in greater quantities than 
is required by the settlers, Some hay could possibly be bought for 
shipment south, but not in any such quantities as would relieve the 
southern situation, Either to Grande Prairie, Spirit River, or Pouce 


Coupee settlement, cattle must be brought for summer pasturage and 
wintered chiefly on farmers’ straw. 
St. John and Hudson's Hope 

Lying westward from the Peace River settlement, along the 
north side of the river, is a partially open country extending for a 
distance of about 150 miles, to Tudson'’s Tope. There is no doubt 
that in this country there is considerable hay, as there is a vast 
amount of pasturage, but the hay is out of reach of shipment to the 
south country, unless it were baled and taken down the Peace to 
Peace River town by steamer or raft. It is not, however, recom- 
mended that people go into that part of the country expecting to 
ship out hay, but cattle men may expect to pasture their cattle there 
successfully during the summer, and to find enough hay for the win- 
tering of those they decide to hold over. In any case, all stock taken 
there at this time should be in condition for market by fall. 

White Mud River 

Due north of Peace River town the settlement only extends 12 
or 15 miles, About 25 to 30 miles out by trail the White Mud River 
is reached. There are already several ranches in this district, and 
there is said to be a very considerable area of hay and pasture land. 
This country is easily reached by rail to Peace River, and by team 
to the White Mud; so that its possibilities can be measured at short 
notice. ie 

Battle River 

Beyond the White Mud is the Battle, some 60 to 70 miles north 
of Peace River town by trail, part of which is said to be very bad. 
The prairie is more easily accessible by boat to a point on Peace 
River, 20 miles from the Battle River settlement. The Battle River 
prairie is highly spoken of, both for pasture and hay, and is well 
worthy of examination by those who are looking for a wintering 
place for their saock. 

Vermillion 


_. The greatest area available in the north country is Vermillion 
district, which lies on both sides of the Peace River, extending from 
Carcajou Point, in township 101, range 19, west of the Sth meridian, 
to the chutes or falls of the Peace, in township 108, range 6, west of 
the 5th. The distance is approximately 100 miles. It is understood 
that the park country extends on the south side of the river to the 
Buffalo Head Hills—a belt of about 25 miles wide, and to the Cari- 
bou Mountains on the north—a belt of about 40 miles wide. This is 
all park country with a luxuriant growth of grass and a great deal 
of hay, where there is room for hundreds of ranches, There is regu- 
lar once-a-week steamboat navigation on the river, from Peace River 
town to the Vermillion Chutes. Cattle can be driven overland and 
machinery can be taken down the river either by steamboat or by 
raft. The Vermillion district has been the scene of successful agri- 
cultural production for over 20 years. There is nothing unknown 
about the climate or conditions. This year Mr. 8. Lawrance brought 
a ed by steamer three carloads of wheat of last year’s crop for 
shipment by rail from Peace River, and last year he brought seven 
carloads, Grass and hay country, well watered, 100 miles in length 
by 60 to 75 miles in width, with good conditions as to climate and 
shelter, is what the Vermillion district offers to ranchers looking for 
hay and pasturage. The Lawrence families moved to Vermillion in 
1886, drove their stock and hauled their supplies, and a small grist- 
mill from Calgary to Edmonton, and to what is now Peace River 
town, and then rafted the outfit down tthe river to Vermillion, What 
they overcame successfully in 1886 under such circumstances should 
be no bar to men of enterprise and energy at the present time, and 
under present circumstances, who are looking for protection for their 
livestock. There is no need of any man sacrificing his stock because 
of hay shortage in soufhern Alberta this year, when there is such 
an abundance of both hay and pasturage in northern Alberta, and 
when it is so accessible as it is at the present time.

He forwards this declaration to the 
officer of the nearest provincial labor 
bureau at Lethbridge, Medicine Hat or 
Calgary, who issues a certificate to him | 
which he must also sign. On presen- 
tation of this certificate to the railway 
agent from whom the original appli- 
cation form was procured the shipper 
is entitled to a half rate on his stock 
to point of destination. Before ship- 
ment he must agree that the stock 
will be returned to point of shipment. 

It is very important that the shippes 
keep the receipted expense bill which | 
he receives from the company, He 
must present this to secure @ refund. | 

It has been announced by the min- 
ister of agriculture that the Dominion

The result of the resolution is that 
the city is putting It up to the Hydro-

Particular stress was placed on the 
point that the clty undertook the ob- 
ligation to take a minimum of 35 mit- 
lion k.w.h. of electricity from the 
company as soon as it was ready to 
operate, and, therefore, the city had 
that amount of interest in extending 
the time for the completion of the 
construction.

Hydro's Modest Request. 

The agreement which the hydro 
electric company secured from the 
city was made at the suggestion 
of the promoters of the company, 
and for the benefit of the com 
pany—not the city. It was sprung 
on the city at atime of abnormal 
depression, and the company lost 
no opportunity to exploit the un- 
favorable conditions then prevail-

By the failure of the 
company to fulfil its undertakings 
the city is now in fair way to be 
released from its grip, Wherefore 
the company is applying tothe city 
council to avert that possibility 
and to again tie up the city by 
granting an extension of time for 
the carrying on of the work. For 
two reasons the application should 
be turned down cold. One is that 
the company by its conduet has 
;shown that it either has not the 
means of carrying out its under- 
taking or does not intend to carry 
it out, and is therefore without 
standing that would justify any 
further dealings With it upon any 
{representations whatsoever, The 
other is that the bargain is a hold- 
up, even if made with a company 
whose bona fides could be relied 
upon,
